OLD MASONIC 
TEMPLE BURNS. 

Historic Building Totally De- 
stroyed by Fire— Records 
Saved. 

DISCOVERED BY ZENO YOUNG. 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 20.— The 
old Masonic Temple, for fifty-one 
years one of the principal busi- 
ness blocks of Louisville, and the 
home of the Hopkins Vaudeville 
Theater, was almost totally de- 
stroyed by fire, which was dis- 
covered at 3:20 o'clock this 
morning, and which at that time 
had gained such headway that 
the firemen had no hope of sav 
ing the structure. The loss is 
estimated at a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. 

With the passing of what has 
for years and years been familiar- 
ly known as the "Temple," one 
of tho most historic buildings in 
the city is lost. It will probably 
be immediately replaced by a 
modern structure. 

The llames were first discov- 
ered by Zeno Young, a linotype 
machine operator, who had been 
at work on a morning paper and 
who was starting home. 

The fire was under control at 5 
o'clock. Traffic on this corner, 
which is the busiest in Louisville, 
was blocked for several hours, 
and pedestrians will not be al- 
lowed to walk near the burned 
district on account of the proba- 
bility of falling walls. 

The records of the Masonic 
Grand Lodge had lately been 
moved into its new home. 

The building cost the present 
owners $275,000 and they have 
spent about $50,000 in repairs. 
It was insured for »only $60,000. 
The estimated total loss on build- 
ing and stocks is $286,500. Ori- 
gin of fire is unknown. 



BURGLARS CAPTURED. 

Marshal at Nortonvllle Arrest Two Sus- 
picious Character at that Place Mon- 
day Who Seem to be Burglars. 

A store was broken into at 
Nortonville Sunday night and 
cash drawer robbed. Among the 
contents of the cash drawer was 
a luck piece. On Monday morn- 
ing two strange men sent a boy 
to Nortonville to purchase food 
for them, giving him a peice of 
money. The boy went to the 
store that had been robbed, the 
owner recognizing the luck piece 
that had been stolen from his 
cash drawer and notified the city 
marshal, who, in company with 
a deputy, went with the boy to 
the place of concealment and ar- 
rested the two men. They had 
on them when arrested over one 
hundred skeleton keys, a sack of 
small coins, containing one hun- 
dred and fifteen copper cents and 
a watch that answers the descrip- 
tion of the one stolen from Lee 
Oldham, of this city, last week. 

The burglars were taken to 
Madisonville on t">2 Monday 
morning where they were placed 
iu jail until something further is 
learned in regard to them. The 
two men were tough looking 
characters, dressed in shabby 
clothes and had all appearances 
of being professionals.

NEW SHORT CUT. 

Rumor That L. & N. Line From 
Nashville to St. Louis 
Will Be 

SHORTENED BY SEVENTY- FIVE MILES. 

Clarkeville, Tenn., Nov. 20.— 
An interesting railroad rumor 
has just been received here to 
the effect that the Louisville & 
Nashville railroad is planning 
more direct connections between 
Nashville, Tenn., and St. Louis, 
Mo. In order to effect this plan, 
the idea is said to be to construct 
a new Hue from Hygeia Springs, 
Tenn., located half way between 
Nashville and Guthrie, Ky., on 
the Henderson division of the L. 
& N. to Clarksville, here to con- 
nect with the Princeton, Ky., 
branch of the L. & N., and from 
Princeton to build on to Shaw 
neetown, Ky., a comparatively 
short distance, from which place 
there is already a line into St.

Meetings have already been held 
and others have been called in vari- 
ous parts of the state to discuss the 
existing conditions of lawlessness 
and suggest the proper remedies. 

The conferences so far held all 
agree that lawlessness bordering 011 
anarch v prevails, and that the arm 
of the law appears to be powerless 
to puoish the lawbreakers. Hut 
while directing attention to the re- 
sults of the lawless spirits manifest- 
ed in the prevalence of crimes of 
violence, murders, assaults, etc., and 
the immunity of the perpetrators 
from punishment, not much has up 
to this time been said about THE 
CAUSE which is clearly responsible 
for three-fourths of these offenses. 

A meeting was held in Columbia 
during Fair week, which may be 
properly regarded as the initial step 
in the right direction. If judicious- 
ly and energetically followed up this 
will go very far to restore the reign 
of law and order in the state. 

The conference called by a com- 
mittee of citizens was held Oct. 28 in 
the hall of the V*. M. C. A. Col. Jas.

J. La Motte, of Columbia, as secre- 
tary. The object of the conference 
was stated by the chairman to In- 
itiate some practical measures on 
non-partizan and non-political lines

PROTECTION FOR SPORTSMEN. 

The Kentucky New Era says 
the sportsmen will father a bill 
at the next session of the legisla- 
ture "to make practicable the 
enforcement of the laws against 
slaughtering birds in closed 
season by providing a game 
warden who will make it his 
business to convict violators of 
the game laws." The New Era 
adds: "Mr. Geo. C. Long, of 
this city, is the Kentucky game 
warden for the League of Ameri- 
can Sportsmen, but his authority 
is, of course, limited." 

The natural tendency of the 
.young American savage to go 
prepared and to shoot whenever 
auything flies in his face can 
only be curbed by laws and pen- 
alties. Such convictions by game 
wardens will make it hard on the 
untrained bird dogs of Ken- 
tucky, but this has seemed the 
only remedy against the extermi- 
nation of game in America and 
all states are adopting such laws. 
Incidentally, too, the enforce- 
ment of game laws contributes 
to the protection of our farmers 
as well as our sportsmen.

ACCIDENTSDECREASE 

Quarterly Report of Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

RAILROADS ARE BETTER EQUIPPED. 

The accident bulletin just issued 
by the interstate commerce commis- 
sion covers the railroad accidents in 
the United States for the three 
months ending June HO, and also 
«ompletes the statistics of accidents 
for the fiscal year. As compared 
with the preceding quarter, the ac- 
cidents reported show a decrease, 
the number of killed In train acci- 
dents being 230 and the number in- 
jured 2629, as against 300 and 2834, 
respectively, in the preceding quar- 
ter. Other kinds of accidents to em- 
ployee and passengers not the result 
of collision or derailment bring the 
total number of casualties up to 12,- 
306, as against 12,308 in the preceding 
quarter; the total number of per- 
sons killed, however, belnif eighty- 
three less than in the preceding 
quarter. 

The total number of employes 
killed in coupling and uncoupling 
cars during the quarter was 62, be- 
ing 14 less than in the preceding 
quarter. The total number of col- 
lisions and derailments was 2005, of 
which 1405 were collisions and 1202 
derailments, and of these 201 collis- 
ions and 126 derailments affected 
passenger trains. The damage to 
cars, engines and roadways by these 
accidents amounted to $2,470,934. 

As compared with the preceding 
year, the bulletin discloses a large 
increase la the number of casual- 
ties. There were 3554 persons killed 
and 45977 injured during the year, as 
against 2819 killed and 39800 injured 
during the year preceding. This 
large increase is partially explained 
by the large increase in railroad 
traffic that has taken place during 
the last year, aud the fact that there 
were more men at risk. The num- 
ber of men employed in train ser- 
Tice June 30, 1903, was 12 per cent 
greater than on June 30, 1902. There 
it also a good explanation of the 
increase to be found in the fact that 
the interstate commerce commission 
lias been persistent in its lusistence 
on full reports of all accidents from 
all railroads during the past year, 



To Raise Ptcaw in Kentucky, 

Pecan culture is begiuning to at- 
tract attention in this section. The 
possibilities of tl e business as an 
investment for the future have 
dawned upon several people in Pad- 
ucah, who are preparing to take 
time by the forelock and plant pe- 
can orchards. Actual steps have 
already been taken by at least one 
man. Saunders A. Fowler has pur- 
chased a tract of land along Clark's 
river a few miles from the city, and 
has purchased several hundred pe- 
can culllngs from the celebrated or- 
chards at Murfreesboro, Ga., He 
will also put out saplings of native 
pecans, aud will try grafting several , 
varieties with a view to gettlug the 1 
very best, results. 

Trees should begin ;to bear well in 
seven or eight years. 

There is a ready market and a 
good demand for the wild pecans 
grown in this section, and it is cer- 
tain that, if cultivated, the same 
trees would bring much larger re- 
turns.— From the Paducah News- 
Democrat.
